DESTROYER OY FIRE 


The home of K. VV. Fleming,on West 
15th street, caught fire Thursday night 
about 7:1r» o’clock, in the absence of 
the family, and, with most of the con­ 
tents, was entirely consumed. The loss 
is estimated at $2,OOO,covered by $1,000 
of insurance; $800 on the house and $200 
on household goods. 
The family had left the prerr ises early 
in the evening to attend a sol a1 out in 
town. 
Considerable fire havl been left 
in the range. 
The fire is supposed to 
have originated from a defective flue, 
for when first discovered it was blazing 
through the roof about the flue. At the 
time the fire was detected by neighbors 
it was beyond control, and it was im­ 
possible to save more than a small por­ 
tion of the contents. 
Ada’s fire department made the best 
response possible under the circum­ 
stances. The nearest fireplug was four 
blocks away; the wagon’s hose supply 
was barely sufficient to reach the burn­ 
ing building. 
The intervening blocks 
were unlighted. This, together with 


the miserable condition oi the street, 
occasioned a serious accident to the 
hose wagon. While going at full speed, 
dealing out the hose, the wagon struck 
an embankment. 
The horses were 
thrown oif their feet, the wagon was 
seriously injured and some of the boys 
were hurled off headlong, though hap­ 
pily unhurt. 
Even after the hose connections were 
made the wa* r pressure proved to be 
miserably ineffective, much to the dis­ 
gust of the fire boys. 
Not only did Mr. Fleming lose his 
home and t ie hulk of his household 
goods, but ilso some valuable private 
papers, dnficult to replace.

Muskogee, I. T.. Nov. 16.—Sensa­ 
tional charges were filed yesterday be­ 
fore the congressional committee of 
senators by Webster Ballinger, an at­ 
torney of Washington, against the con­ 
duct of the Commission of the Five 
Civilized Tribes toward certain cia in- 
ants for citizenship in the Choctaw and j 
Chickasaw nations. The charges have j 
been reduced to writing and filed with I 
the committee, copies of which were 
furnished Chairman Tams Bixby late j 
in the day afid to which he will reply 
specifically today. 
The committee, anxious to secure all 
information possible regarding Indian j 
affairs in the Territory, consented to 
go into the matter and did so at the 
night session. Ballinger represents cer­ 
tain claimants who, it is alleged, have 
been discriminated against in the mat­ 
ter of their enrollment as citizens of 
either nation and that the commissioner 
ta the Five Civilized Tribes was instru­ 
mental in securing subsequent congress 
sional legislation sustaining his posi­ 
tion. The alleged discrimination ap­ 
pears to have been only against ehil- 
den of Indian and negro parents. 
The 
charges also criticize Secretary Hitch- 
-cock for his rulings and those of the 
department particularly bearing on the 
matter at issue. 
Three witnesses were introduced, 
Wirt Franklin, Charles von .Weise and 
Albert J. Lee, all attorneys of Ard­ 
more, the two first named having been 
formerly employed by Commissioner 
Bixby in the commissioner’s work. 
In 
each case the oath was administered. 
.At 10:30 o’clock the committee adjourn­ 
ed until 9 a. rn. today. This matter will 
not come up at the daylight sittings, it 
having been agreed to consider it at 
nights until disposed of. 
Commissioner Bixby said last night 


that the comnvssi »ner’s recoil 
vere 
clear and its cour e had been fully jus­ 
tified in each case. 
Aside from ti e incident of lust night

hearing Cherokee nation matters and 
the sit :ation of the schools throughout 
the Territory.

The applica­ 
tion of stimulants wtll not accomplish 
this.

in, however, a little persuader in the 
shape of bonedust and wood ashes, the

the spring, would act as an excellent 
tonic.
